The Hungarian national team wants to tour Australia in 


January-February next year. 


Australian Soccer Federation vice-president Michael Weinstein says there 
is “a good chance” that the tour will go ahead as part of Australian soccer's 


1980 centenary celebrations. 


He said the ASF executive would 
make a decision about Hungary’s pro- 
posed tour at a meeting in Sydney at the 
weekend. 

Mr. Weinstein also warned that the 
England team which is due to play 
against the Socceroos at the Sydney 
Cricket Ground on June 1 next year 
probably will not be at full strength. 

He said the visiting team would be 
billed as an English Football Associ- 
ation representative side. 

An FA selection last toured in 1971. It 
included none of the leading inter- 
national players of that time. 

However, Czechoslovakia, which will 
tour next year, will be at full strength. 

Hungary would also come with most 
of its top players — Laszlo Fazekas, 
Zoltan Kereki, Sandor Zombori, Sandor 
Pinter, Andras Toth, Istvan Halasz, 
Tibor Nyilasi, Andras Torocsik. 

Northern Ireland, Scotland and South 
Korea are also willing to tour during the 
centenary year. 

‘“‘We will take four or five teams,"’ Mr 


Weinstein said. ‘“‘There’s little chance 
we'll take Scotland, though, because 
they’re too expensive. 


*‘But the No. 1 priority as far as Vic- 
toria is concerned, is Liverpool,’ he 
said. 


Mr Weinstein is chairman of the Vic- 
torian Soccer Federation. 


‘“‘We want Liverpooi for next year, 
and there’s a good chance we'll get 
them.”’ 


If the ASF accepts a tour by Hungary, 
Philips League club St. George Bud- 
apest will try to get one of the games 
against the tourists. 


St. George spokesman Les Bordacs 
said this week his club would like to play 
against Hungary to mark the opening of 
the completed grandstand at St. George 
stadium.

The frustrations which were 
bottled inside him during the 
three years of the PSL when 
he saw two league titles and 
a Philips Cup slip out of his 
grasp were uncorked with 
this extraordinary 3-2 Cup 
victary over Raul Blanco’s 
gallant St George at Olympic 
Sports Field. 


It may not be adequate com- 
pensation for those two “‘lost’’ 
league titles with Marconi but it 
must have given the man, whom 
many regard as Australia’s premier 
coach, immense satisfaction 

The triumph before a jubilant 8,- 
56 crowd, ended three years of dis- 
appoinunent for Adelaide City and 
its faithful legion of supporters. 

And it was a personal triumph for 
Jobnny and Bugsey Nyskohus who 
had played in eight previous losing 
Cup finals for State League club 
Lion and Adelaide City. 

It was fitting that both men 
played a vital part in City’s Cup vic- 
tory. 

City trailed 0-2 after 48 minutes 
before unleashing an incredible 22- 
minute three-goal blitz for a memo- 
rable victory. 

lt was a glorious drama. 

When the scores were level at 2-2 
after 65 minutes, the final 25-minute 
period was like the 15th round of a 
heavyweight fight and you knew 
each fighter had won seven rounds, 

Both sides: were forced to make 
vital changes to their line-ups. 

Rasic had to leave out Dixie 
Deans (suspended) and John Perin 
(injured) while Saints’ coach Raul 
Blanco was worried by the absence 
of midfielder Rudi Gnavi (suspen-

Atti Abonyi is having anoth- 
er great year in the State Lea- 
gue.

Atti helpec 
himself to 16 goals to finish in 
the third spot of the top 
scorers for the season, while 
his general leadership on the 
field was always to be admi- 
red. 

However, Abonyi has failed 
to impress the referees in the 
past. Some have suggested 
that Abony’s one of the Austra- 
lia’s greatest soccer stars, had

Essendon Croatia's Tommy Cumming may 
soon be hailed as Victoria’s all-time great 


player. 


Cumming, the pint-sized 
dynamo, is set to break the 
records of other greats Frank 
Micic and John Gardiner, and 
stand alone as Victoria’s most 
decorated player. 

Micic and Gardiner have 
each won three State best and 
fairest awards, but Cumming 
equalled that record last 
Wednesday night when he won 
the 1979 Bill Fleming Medal. 


Cumming has a great 
chance to win his fourth medal 
at the 1979 Rothmans Medal 
presentation on Friday night 
at the Southern Cross Hotel. 

The Victorian State team 
and Socceroo forward pre- 
viously won the 1978 Bill Fle- 
ming and Rothmans Medals. 

Gardiner won the 1971 Roth- 
mans Medal, and in 1972 won 
the Fleming and Rothmans 
medals. 

Micic won two Argus 
Medals (the predecessor to the 
Rothmans Medal) in 1964 and 
‘67, and was the winner of the 
Bill Fleming Medal in 1973. 

Cumming was not expected 
to win the 1979 Fleming Medal. 
He was only an average player 
in the first half of the season, 
but improved greatly in the 
latter stages. 

Robert Cullen of Preston 
Makedonia was second to 
Cumming, but was expected to 
win the award alter having an 
outstanding season. 

Bobby McGuinness of Ju- 
ventus was third in the 1979 
Bill Fleming Medal.

Apart from his good form, 
Cumming has a good behav- 
iour record which will impress 
referees, the men who cast the 
crucial votes in the Rothinans 
Medal 

Cumining hasn't been 
booked or sent off in four 
seasons in AuStralian soccer. 
He played with Sunshine for 
just under two seasons, and 
with Croatia for two seasons, 
but hasn't earned any dis- 
ciplinary action from referees. 

Cumming's main rival for 
the Rothmans Medal seems to 
be Preston Makedonia forward 
George McMillan, with 
McGuinness a chance. 


McMillan, the scorer of 11 
goals this season, has had a 
fairly good season, although 
his forward partner Robert 
Cullen may have taken many 
votes from him. 


Cullen’s votes are all null 
and void because he was sent 
off earlier this season, and is 
ineligibie to win the Gold 
medal. 


_in fact, many of the poten- 
tial winners have been ruled 
out because of suspension. 


Cullen would have been 
second favorite, but is now out 
of the running, as are Gary 
Ward (Preston Mahedonia}, 
Claude Lucchesi (Juventus) 
an Tony Young of Frankston 
‘ity. 


Allihese players would have 
figured prominently in the 1979 
Rothinans Medal counting. 


The main challengers along 
with McMillan are Jim Wil- 
liams of Prahran Slavia and 
Alan Pongho of Croydon City. 


Next in favoritism is Green 
Gully goalkeeper Lou Denys, 
an often brilliant performer, 
Denys certainly had a busy 
season with Green Gully 
struggling to beat off releg- 

on,

Albion Rovers’ pair Mike 
D'Sylva and Bobby Nisbet are 
also outside chances to take 
off the medal, but should poll 
well. Nisbet is a cool and calm 
sweeper in defence and will 
wit Inany votes because of 
this. 


D‘Syiva had perhaps his best 
season with Albion Rovers, 
and was a creative player in 
midfield. 


The history of Victoria's 
best and fairest awards is fo- 
cused on Bill Fleming, a lead- 
ing soccer writer with the now 
defunct Argus. 


It was Fleming who sugges- 
ted to the VSF that a best and 
fairest award should be in- 
Stigated. The Argus Medal was 
decided on referees’ votes, and 
co-ordinated by the VSF and 
‘The Argus’. 


The Argus folded in the 
early 60s, but the award kept 
the name until 1971, when 
Rothmans offered to sponsor 
it. 

In a show of respect to Bill 
Fleming, a new best and fair- 
est award was instigated, and 
was decided on the votes of a 
panel of soccer writers.

Australian sporting crowds love to 
see an underdog get up and win. 
Watching a top dog fall crashing from 
his pedestal brings just as much plea- 


sure. 


However, you can’t keep a champion down for 
very long, even in Australia where sports followers 
are so eager to drag down a top performer. 


Tommy Cumming showed at Olympic Park 


last 


Wednesday night that champions are not infallible, but 
that their moments of mediocrity are greatly over- 
shadowed by their moments of sheer brilliance. 


Cumming almost single- 
handedly rescued Essendon 
Croatia from the brink of dis- 
aster, and led his team mates 
to a resounding victory and a 
place in the Dockerty Cup 
final. 

The Victorian and Austral- 
ian representative was a de- 
vastating player, and 
the semi final back 
Croatia’s favor. 

It was a magnificent dis- 
play, but earlier in the match 
the wolves were out to dis- 
credit Cumming. 

At around 645 pm last 
Wednesday, Cumming was 
named the winner of the 1979 
Bill Fleming Medal for the 
best player in the Victorian 
State league. 

It was his second successive 
victory in the award, which is

decided on the votes of a panel 
of soccer writers. 

However, Cumming’s first 
half performance was not be- 
fitting of a dual medal winner. 
Steve Beech, the Preston left 
back. was doing well and 
marked Cumming out of the 
game. 

And so the fans started. 
‘Come on Keegan, what's 
wrong? (In reference to Rudi 
Gutendorf’s comments in des- 
cribing Cumming as Austra- 
lia’s Kevin Keegan.) 

Cumming had a bad first 
half, but his Jull lasted only 45 
minutes. Like a true 
champion, he bounced back 
and destroyed Preston. 

The turning point of the 
game came in the 57th minute. 
Makedonia was leading 2-0, 
and looking set to maintain its 


advantage for the remainder 
of the game. Makedonia had 
played well, and deserved to 
be leading by two goals. 

Cumming burst out of mid- 
field down the left flank with 
his second half marker Mike 
Rainey caught upfield. Pre- 
ston centre back Gordon Fla- 
vell raced over to cover, but he 
was penalised by referee Chris 
Bambridge. 

Cumming took a quick free 
kick to Howard Andrews with 
Preston's defence all at sea. 
Cumming made a run down 
the flank, and Andrews gave 
him a return pass. Cumming 
cut in across the penalty area, 
and was tackled by centre half 
Flavell. Bambridge awarded a 
penalty, the merits of which I 
will not discuss. 

Ken Murphy placed the pen- 
altykick low to the right of 
Makedonia goalkeeper Lou 
Kastner 

The game was alive again at 
2-1. Preston made two good at- 
tacks, but in the 73:d minute 
Cumming was again in the 
thick of things to score the 
equalising goal 

The move started when 
Steve Short made a run out of 
defence. Beech was caught in 
no man’s land, and this left 
Murphy, who was pushed into 
the forward line in place of 
Paleka in the second half, with 
space to work in. 

Murphy carried the ball, and 
beat Higham. He then dribbled 


past the recoverng Beech kand © 


made his way into the penalty 
area. Flavell made a desper- 
ate challenge, but Murphy 
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skipped clear. He sent a cross 
to the far post where the un- 
marked Cumming put the ball 
in the net off the post. 

In the space of 15 minutes 
Croatia had whittled down 
Preston’s two goal lead, but 
worse was to follow for Make- 
donia. In the 74th minute, stri- 
ker George McMillan was sent 
off in a controversial incident. 

McMillan had been booked 
for lashing out a boot at 
Croatia’s John Gardiner in the 
first half, and earned the red 
card for kicking the ball away 
and disputing a Bambridge 
decision. 

McMillan had been dribbling 
along the touchline, and the 
linesman raised his flag to 
signal the ball was out, Bam- 
bridge blew his whistle, and 
McMillan, incensed by the 
decision, booted the ball away. 

The red card was flashed 
and McMillan went wild. He 
had a few sharp words to say 
to Bambridge, before 
Cumming again came into the 
picture 

It’s reported Cumming said, 
“Send him off, ref," after 
McMillan booted the ball 
away. Most players make this 
sort of jibe on the field, but 
McMillan and Cumming are 
flatmates, and the comment 
upset George.

a fist, and had to be dragged 
off the field by Preston re- 
serve David Garthwaite. 

The incident upset Make- 
donia, who not so long before 
had been sitting pretty. 

Reduced to ten men, Make- 
donia had little chance, but 
survived until extra time. 
Cumming was the man who 
killed off Makedonia with two 
fine goals in the extra time 
period. However, Makedonia 
was unlucky to lose McMillan, 
a player so vital to the team. 

Makedonia was as predict- 
able as it has been all season, 
with the difference that the 
strengths didn’t cover up the 
many weaknesses this time. 
However, it was played by bad 
luck during this and other 
games. 

Makedonia plays little 
soccer in the sense of building 
attacks, The team relies heav- 
ily on through balls for Cullen 
and McMillan.

The Pre- 
ston backline was too square, 
and this was fully exploited by 
the runs of Murphy and 
Cumming.

CIRKOVIC: We were with’ 
Miljanic and the Yugoslav 
team in the days before the 
match against Argentina. This 
was part of the coaching 
course we did. It was intended 
to give us an insight to prepa- 
ration for a big match. 

ADAMOVIC: The last time! 
had seen Miljan was 18 years 
ago when he was my coach in 
the Yugoslav youth team. 

CIRKOVIC: Miljanic has 
made a big squad. Part of the 
players are in the B selection 
for the Mediterranean Games, 
but they change from one 
group to the other. Miljanic 
has even included a youngster 
from Split who is not yet in the 
Senior team at his club. How- 
ever, he sees great potential in 
him and so he sat on the bench 
during the game against Italy. 

ADAMOVIC: Miljanic has 
great feeling for his players. 
For example, Ivan Surjak, the 
Striker from Split, is not popu- 
lar in Belgrade. At a national 
team training session, the 4000 
people there would boo him 
every time he touched the ball. 
Miljanic got a loud hailer and 
said to the crowd: ‘'This man 
is an international represent- 
ing you. He deserves your re- 
spect. If you continue behaving 
in this way, I will close the 
ground.”’ It worked. After 
that, the crowd clapped. 

Miljanic selects his players 
not on ability alone. To win his 
support, you have to be a good 
man, you have to be of good 
character. He puts that above 
everything else. 

CIRKOVIC: The actual 
training and the methods used 
aren't much different. Most 
top coaches do the same things 
in training. But everyone can 
learn from Miljanic how to\ 
deal with players, what ap- 
proach to use person-to-person 
in different situations, how to 
prepare players mentally for 
their task. He tries so hard to 
help players in every way. No 
wonder he is such a popular 
man, 2 : 

ADAMOVIC: He makes 
sure you are mentally ready 
for training. He will get your 
mind ready, even if you don’t 
feel you are ready when you 
arrive. It’s the same with 
games. He prepares you for 
them mentally. My first match 
for the Yugoslav youth team 
was against Hungary in Bud- 
apest and at first I was so ner- 
vous, I was shaking. Then, Mil- 
janic talked to me and I went 
out onto the ground quite re- 
laxed. In the dressing room, he 
doesn't talk to all the players 
at the same’stime. He goes 
round to each one individually, 
making little jokes, saying 
things he knows will help each 
particular player. He deosn't 
have to talk about match 
tactics before the game, be- 
cause he does that a few days 
earlier. 

CIRKOVIC: Miljanic made 
a big mistake, I think, when he 
turned down the offer from Ar- 
senal two years ago. Arsenal 
offered him an open cheque. 
He should have gone. 

ADAMOVIC: His ex- 
planation was that he wanted 
to do something for Yugoslav 
soccer. He is now doing that. 
Also, he doesn’t speak English. 

CIRKOVIC: He does speak 
Spanish, though. He did a spe- 
cial course in the language 
ppoxe he went to Real Madr- 
id, 


Miljanic told us that he may 
bring the Yugoslav national 
team to Australia. This is a 
long-range plan of the Associ- 
ation, he said. 

ADAMOVIC: Apart from 
the 4-) against Italy and the 4-2 





against Argentina — in which 
Safet Susic scored a hat-trick 
— Yugoslavia aiso beat 
Greece 5-1 with the B team in 
the Mediterranean Games. 

CIRKOVIC: The players are 
happier than they've ever 
been. Everything Is going so 
smoothly, and their confidence 
has never been greater. 

ADAMOVIC: There ts a 
sharp contrast between Milja- 
nic and some other coaches in 
top positions. Branko Stanko- 
vic, the boss of Red Star, is 
completely different. He tries 
to get results through threat of 
punishment, whereas Miljanic 
works on encouragement. 
Stankovic made headlines in 
Yugoslavia when he punished 
Stars like Petrovic and Sto- 
janovic. 

The conversation then 
switched to local soccer. 
Cirkovic, who had a short ap- 
pointment with Melbourne 
before going to Yugoslavia, is 
available for next year. Ada- 
movic may also turn to coach- 
ing — in fact, they may coach 
together. 

We asked both of them to 
comment about the current 
State of soccer in Australia 
and to talk about the future. 

ADAMOVIC: To ensure a 
bright future, we have to con- 
centrate on training young, 
local players and we have to 
stop bringing players from 
overseas.

CIRKOVIC: If someone 
offered me a choice of all the 
players at Partizan Belgrade, 
I would take none of them. We 
have the same here, and we 
have even better ones. 


ADAMOVIC: Partizan is not 
the same great club it used to 
be. It does not have quality at 
the moment. Also, there are 
problems in administration. 
Soskic is not chief coach any 
more. I played against him in 
a Liga Veterana (Veterans’ 
League) game just before I 
came back home. I was in the 
Zeleznicar Belgrade team and 
he played for Ostruznica. We 


won 3-2. 

CIRKOVIC: Rudi Gutendorf 
did a great thing when he put 
emphasis on youth players. 
Many of them are already 
making a big impact on the 
game — Krncevic, Davidson, 
Hall, Woodhouse, for example. 
I feel we have the material to 
do well in the World Cup. 

ADAMOVIC: Sure, Austral- 
ian soccer has made great pro- 
gress. The only thing wrong is 
that we still import players 
who we do not need. Look, you 
could get Acimovic (former 
Yugoslav World Cup player) 
over here and he would prob- 
ably draw a few fans because 
of his name. But he couldn't 
move in the soccer being 
played in the Philips League 
now!

| involves a lot of give and take,

understanding. Only a few 
coaches have managed to 


| dominate through their strong, 


tough personalities. 

Mike Kiss, who coached 
Croatia in Melbourne and Syd- 
ney, was a father figure to his 


players. Only those who didn’t

tough and relentless. 

Kindness and consideration 
are vital in the make-up of any 
coach who hopes to be success- 
ful. 

In discussion with a certain 
Heidelberg player, he said 
about his ‘coach, Manny Pou- 
lakakis: ‘‘He treats us as his 
own children.’’

ject at hand, before bringing 
out any coaches from over- 
Seas, we must find how they 
would cope with local prob- 
lems and we would have to 
ensure that they know what 
the local problems are. 

Frank Arok, who was boss 
of St George, found it hard the 
first time he was here. He did 
much better the second time, 
after he had become accust- 
tomed to local conditions. 


Personally, I would favor 


giving our own coaches pefe-- 


rence. We should encourage 
the best we have, and give 
them the chance to improve 
themselves.

our junior system 
which puts young 
children of six, 
seven, eight, nine 
and 10 onto full-sized 
fields in 11-a-side 
games when they are 
equiped to play one 
only on mini areas 
with mini goals. 


Manly and Kuringai in 
Sydney and districts in Victor- 
ia do not allow children to play 
in competition on full fields 
until they are 1}, but these are 
isolated instances in the 
national context. 


I believe the ASF should use 
its influence to extend these 
pockets Australia-wide. 


ASF Youth Development 
Officer, Brian Emery, told me 
that the ASF does not have the 
power to oblige States and dis- 
tricts to conform to their 
directives. 


Yet, if the ASF puts up a 
persuasive argument people 
will listen and even take ac- 
tion. 


We all know the practice of 
using young children on full 
fields in 11-a-side competitions 
is bad for their future skill de- 
velopment and also for their 
future motivation as-they pile 
up a cupboard full of trophies 
before they have even reached 
their teens.

I do not believe, however, 
the ‘sole reason for our poor 
international standing lies 
with the juniors. . 

The level of coaching at 
senior level also is playing its 
part as well. 

We rarely see a player with 


the vision of Roberto Vieri in’ 


Australian soccer. 

We too rarely see a team 
display a definite cohesive 
Style from the start of a game 
to the end with players ob- 
viously aware of where they 
Should be running and what 
they should be doing in the at- 
tacking and defensive build- 


ups. 

This is because too few of 
our coaches are equipped to 
teach group skills. 

Len McKendry Victoria's 
State coach, one man who is 
thoroughly equipped to teach 
group skills. He has proven 
what can be achieved with a 
cohesive group of players who 
really know what they are 
about when they are on the 
field. 

Our coaches put an ex- 
ceptional committment into 
their coaching (which Is one of 
our strengths) considerably 
more than many of our players 
(which is one of our weaknes- 
ses). 
However, most of our 
coaches main effectiveness is 
in the areas of fitness, motiva- 
tion, and tactics. 

Too few are as skilful at 
teaching group skills.
